quite plain where the officials found justification 


for llic verdict that Eversolc "was probably hasty 


in deserting" his ship. The qualification "prob- 
ably" indicates that the investigators were none 
loo certain of their facts, and the presumption 
js'nol decreased by the apparently gratuitous use 


of the word '•deserting'', which has ugly con- 
notations. One has a feeling that unless some 


one was trying to "pass the buck" the word 
could have been something less suggestively ac- 


cusing. 


Pilot Evcrsolc may have been mistaken, as 


officials declared at the investigation, as lo the 
hopeless condition of his plane. But that is a 
inntter which can hardly Lc called definitely 
proved on the evidence of an examination of the- 
debris after the smash-up. Nor would one, at 
first glance, be prepared to dismiss Eversole's 
claim that he heard something break in one of 
the engines on the word of a farmer far below 
who said thai both engines were still running 
after the pilot jumped. In any event, it seems 
ungenerous to imply cowardice on the part of 
an^experienced aviator when the cowardly "act 
consisted of consigning his life lo the hazards, 
of a 3.000-foot fall with a new parachute that 
had never been tried. One recalls the haste with 
which ofiicials after the tragedy here insisted 
Unit the blame must lie wiHi the flying men who 
were killed, and not with^lic Junker plane which 
fell with them: a curious attitude in view of the 
fact llial the board of inquiry following that ac- 
cident recommended the removal of the Junker 
types from the service. 
' The altitude of the divisional officials of the 


air son-ice in these instances almost leads one lo 
the thought that no investigation at all were 
better than "probes" of which the most pressing 


• object, apparently, is to shift the blame. There 
is no point in an investigation which does not 
seriously seek to discover if an accident came 
about through a'-defect in equipment or operat- 
ing method, and lo remedy the fault if found. 
If there arc to be investigations—and of course 
there must be— it would seem that the inquiries 
-should be conducted by persons who hove no 
interest of their own in the cqnditions under 
which the incident \o be sifted occurred.

MARCH WINDS'LL SOON 


BE BLOWING-^E READY 


FOR 'EM WITH A KITE 
[A "Make" Article for BoysO 


March, the month of kites, will 


soon be here. ! Box kites arc often 
much more fun than the ordinary 
type. They ire not very difficult to 
make, and here arc the directions 
for constructing one of simple dc- 
sigp- 


The sticks nsed should al! be J4 


inch wide and A of an inch thick. 
Straight-grained white pine is best. 
Four sticks, which constitute the 
sides of the frame, should .be 30 
. inches long/ Four more, used for 
the cross-braces at the ends of the 
frame, should be 21J£ inches long; 


In each end of all four cross- 


brace sticks cot a notch <f£ of an 
inch deep and -ft of an inch. wide. 
These notches are to receive the . 
side sticks of the frame. 
Before' 


cutting a. notch wrap a piece of, 
string- around the stick near the end 
to prevent its cracking. 


Put the cross-braces together 


with a. horse shoe nail, crossing a 
pair of sticks at their centers, mak- 
ing the ends form a sort of- square 
16 inches on each side. 


Assemble the frame by slipping 


the four long sticks edgewise into 
the notches 
in the cross-braces. 


The long sticks should be placed in 
the notches so that cich cross-brace 
is 4& inches in from the ends. 


Everything is now ready for the 


wings. 
There are two of these,' 


made of light cloth, each 10 by G5 
inches. One wing is stretched over 
the sides of the frame at each end. 
Thus an open space is left between 
them. Tack.one end of the cloth to, 
one of thi'lonp: side sticks of the 
frame. Stretch it to the next side- 
stick, where it is tacked again; then 
to the third side-stick, where more 
lacks arc nut into it. It is then car- 
ried to the fourth stick, the one to 
•which it was first tacked, where the 
end is firmly fastened down with 
more tacks. 


You are now ready to fasten on 


the strings. 


Tie a strong cord to one end of 


one of the side bars. Fasten another 
string of the same length' to the 
other end. Bring the two together 
about four feet from the kite, and 
tie them to the flying string. 


The kite is then finished.
